ment if you do not desire to do what 
will be asked of you. You get the in- 
dorsement of your county , commit- 
tee, and then, if you are Willing to 
do the extra work, I think you will 
‘have easy sailing.

WITH US. AGAIN 


Dissipated Heavenly Prodi- 
gal Burst After Debauch 
With Two Planets. 


HAD A SWELLED HEAD 


Star Scattered Into Frag- 
ments After Affair With 
Jupiter and Saturn. 


Brighter and brighter every evening 
and more fanciful] of tail grows the new 
comet. And with his increasing bril- 
Hancy growing fear has seized upon the 
zodiacal! student body. 

The latest suspicion of the astronomers. 
is that “Comet A, 1910,” is not ‘Comet 
A, 191 at all but a brassy and flippant 
masquerader. A grand jury selected 
from a venire of the best observatories 
in the civilized world is pursuing a hot 
investigation of the case and a scandal 
ie imminent emong the earthly tabula- 
tors of the high heavens. If the suspi- 
cions of the :nvestigators are borne out, 
the new comet will stand convicted of 
having in a scoundrelly fashion cheated 
the astronomers out of 815 years. 

If it should prove that he is the mas- 
querader, when his mask is removed. he 
will be seen to be tagged, ‘‘due at moth- 
er earth’s reservation in 272% A. D." 
And on his forehead will be plainly seen 
the stamp, “Comet A, 1882.” 

Here Once Before. 

And this is where the scandal will de- 
velop. If he is the comet the astrono- 
mers suspect, he was around this neck 
of the heavens once before in 1882. Then 
he was banished for 843 years; told in 
plain and unmistakable language not to 
show his face around here until the 
year 272. 

Father Martin 8. Brennan, astrono- 
mer, says that if these suspicions are 
shown to be well founded, he thinks the 
new comet is only one of a body of 
conspirators. Assuming his guilt, Fath- 
er Brennan says there is no doubt what- 
ever that he has accomplices. Without 
drawing. a bill against them for a 
certainty, Father Brennan says there 
is a prima facie case against 
Jupiter and Saturn in the new comet 
scandal. Some of the best men in ev- 
ery observatory in the United States 
have Jupiter and Saturn under surveil- 
lance as well as the new comet. Where 
they are every hour of the day and 
night is known to the sky sileuths, and 
there is not a chance in the universe 
that they will escape. | 

Without accusing them point blank of 
collusion with the new comet, it may 
be stated on the best astronomical au- 
thority that in 1882 Jupiter and Saturn 
were publicly observed to be flirting 
with the alleged masquerader. 

When he was here in 1882 he acted 
outrageously. He snowed himself then 
to be just the kind or bohemian that 
would revel in a masquerade. After cut- 
ting up didoes around the earth for six 
or eight weeks te an extent that threw 
the inhabitants of this modest sphere 
into a ferment of excitement, he became 
so dissipated and had such a swelled 
head one morning that it couldn't stand 
the awful strain and broke into five bits. 

Had Tail 200,000,000 Miles Long. 

At that time the astronomers were of 
the opinion that when he got further 
away from the temptations of the sun 
and cooled down a bit, that he’d get fo- 
gether again. But there’s another funny 
angle to his advent, Father Brennan 
says. Maybe it’s not him at all, but 
just one of the five pieces that got 
stuck on this .section- and decided to 
stay. 

The comet of 1882, Father MRennan 
says, was the most luminous since 1343. 
It had a tail 200,000,000 miles long, more 
than twice as long as the distance be- 
tween the earth ahd the sun, 92,000,000 
miles. It was first observed at Rio 
Janeiro Sept. 11 and attained its great- 
est brilliancy Sept. 18. It was visible 
for a month or so afterward. 

“TI look to see the comet grow brighter 
each evening for several! days yet, per- 
haps for a week,” says Father Brennan. 
“It is now turning around the sun on its 
journey away from it and is in better 
view of the earth. It is also drawing 
closer to, the gun and the nearer it gets 
the larger grows its tail. 

“The tail of the comet is the result of 
the sun’s repulsion. The head is at- 
tracted by gravitation, but the waste 
matter in the tail is repelled. The comet 
is much higher in the heavens now than 
it was when first observed. As it grows 
brighter and its tail gets longer it will 
rise still higher.” '

This option was not exercised, how- 
ever, and the property fell back on 
Messrs Pierce, Van Blarcom and pther

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Paris Inundated and Proper- 
ty Along the Raging Seine 
in Grave Danger. 


POLICE SAVE BRIDGES 


Crowds Along River See Con- 
stant Stream of Wreckage 
Flowing to Sea. 


By Associated Press 

PARIS, Jan. 2#4.~—The flood situation 
in Paris reached a more critical stage 
this morning. The Seine has risen % 
inches since 2 o'clock, and the river 
now régisters 24.7 feet at Pont Royal. 
This is the highest the river has been 
since 1802, when it reached 28.87 feet, 
the highest point reeorded in the his- 
tory of k'rance except in the year 1615. 
Reports indicate that one-fourth of 
the entire territory. of France is under 
water. 

A terrible tempest of rain and wind, 
which broke over the city at daylight, 
only adds to the horror of the situa- 
tion and to the suffering of the poor. 
Although the waters of the Seine’s af- 
fluents above the city stili are rising 
rapidly, the municipal authorities were 
hopeful this morning that the! maximum 
stage of the waters will be reached by 
nightfall. 

Wreckage Rushes Toward Sea. 

The river presents an awe-inspiring 
spectacle. A quarter of a million. peo- 
ple in a drenching rain, throng: the 
stone parapets and quays watching the 
yellow tide which is crowded with drift- 
wood, wine casks and other wreckage, 
rushing seaward, The water now is al- 
most flush with the arches of the 
bridges. | 

Firemen, police and troops are work- 
ing like mad at all the bridges disen- 
tangling blockades resulting from the 
floating debris, and it is hoped that all 
the bridges will be sayed. Traffic on 
several of the frailer ones, however, 
has been stopped. 

All of the cellars along the quays 
are filled with water. One of the chief 
dangers is the weakening of the founda- 
tions of the buildings along the water 
front by the seeping waters. The re- 
taining walls of the foreign office are 
surrounded by water, and the beautiful 
garden in the rear of the building is a 
veritable lake. 

The streets around the Chamber of 
Deputies are considered unsafe, and ail 
traffic in these thoroughfares has been 
forbidden. 

The tunnel between the Quai Di Orsay 
and the Quai D’Austerlitz stations is a 
rushing stream. The basement of the 
Palais de Justice is full of water and 
the first floor of the Central Police 
Station is untenable. 

Fleod Causes “Water Famine.” 

The partial interruption of the water 
supply for household purposes threatens 
the capital with a water famine. The 
police are making a house-to-house can- 
vass, notifying the inhabitants to boil 
water used for drinking purposes and 
thereby avoid the danger of a typhoid 
epidemic. 

The surface and underground rail- 
ways, which are barely sufficient under 
normal conditions to cope with the 
traffic, remain partially suspended, al- 
though no worse today than yesterday. 
Railroad traffic, however, now is utter- 
ly demoralized and completely suspend- 
ed to the southward of Paris. 

The situation ‘at suburban places up 
and down the river is deplorable. The 
lower quarters of all the towns on the 
river below Paris are under water, the 
streets of Auteuil resembling those of 
Venice. 


Fiood Breaks St, Germain Dyke. 
A dyke near St: Germaine broke today, 


flooding the valley as far as Malmaison. 
The lower portion of Bois de Boulogne 
is a blanket of water reaching to Baga- 
tella. 
The eastern, central and southwestern 
districts of France are terribly afflicted. 
The valleys and plains are inundated, 
and the cities and towns are in dark- 
ness. Troops everywhere have been or- 
dered to the work of rescue, but often 
they encounter the greatest difficulty in 
driving the peasants to places of safety. 
The cities of Montargis, Macon, Cha- 
lons-Sur-Saone and Epernay and the 
entire champagne country, is experienc- 
ing the most disastrous floods since 1856, 
The water in many of the villages along 
the Saone and the Marne reaches to the 
roofs of the dwellings. 
At Verdun-8-Le-Doubs, a small town 
11 miles from Chalons-Sur-Saone, the 
protecting dyke is breaking, and the 
town is threatened with destruction. 
Aute Reads Washed Out. 
The factories and mills have stopped 
at Mezieres, Sedan and other 
places in the Moure Valley. Great dam- 
age has been done to the beautiful 
French automobile roads, which have 
been washed out in many places. The 
Garonne and Dordogne rivers are ris- 
ing rapidly. The vitiage of Carnac is 
surrounded by a lake. ‘ 
The Rivers Rhone and Loire are fall- 
ing In the lower reaches. The situation 
is greatly improved at Lyons, Limoges, 
Troyes, Annecy and Auxerre. 
It is impossible to estimate the prop- 
erty loss, but it will run into ‘millions 
of francs. Fortunately the loss of life

As an emphatic expression of public sentiment 
the meat strike promises to be more effective 
than as a direct means to the end of less exorbi- 
tant or even reasonable prices. The influence of 
it was immediately felt in Washington. Sensi- 
tive ears were bent at once to the ground to catch 
the force of popular discontent. Fearful minds 
went to work at once to interpret the message. 
Notice of early proceedings against the Beef Trust 
is a first result. It will not be the only one. If 
anything can be made clear to the administra- 
tion it must be clear now that the people are at 
last aroused against extortion—against extortion 
as a fatuous reflection of prosperity and as a 
manifestation of monopoly, greed, privilege and 
favoritism. 
The affrays between the Government and the 
trusts have heretofore been acaaemic skirmishes 
intended to result in nothing more interesting 
than the interpretation of a statute or to em- 
phasize the need or form of a new law. ‘There is 
now demand for a real conflict. The worm has 
turned.

This 
power may be small. But the political future 
of a party and a clique within it is menaced. In 
this respect the power is ample. | 

The trusts may smile and sneer. But the Ad- 
ministration must fight for its life.

Dispatches from St. Petersburg announce that 
the council of ministers has decided that the 
proposal of the United States for “neutralizing” 
the Manchurian railways is not acceptable to the 
Russian Government.

reasons quite obvious, but it was believed that 
Russia, beaten and driven out of Manchuria, would 
take to “neutrality” with a glad heart.

The World's Work shows that flour has increased 
in price from $3.85 a barrel in March, 1907, to $5.90

Tricks of the Food Trade. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

Anent the subject of increasing cost of provisions, 
there is a phase which in my opinion deserves more 
attention—and anathema—than it has received, viz.: 
The temptation to impose adulterated and dangerous 
foods upon the consumer. 

For a concrete example, I beg to call attention to 
some signs which are to be seen in Union Market, 
and no doubt in many other places, such as ‘“‘Strict- 
ly fresh country eggs, 25 cents per dozen,” ‘Best 
Elgin creamery, five pounds, $1.30." 
thus advertised, they are the very old cold storage, 
2 per cent of which are rotten and all utterly unfit 
for food. They are bought by persons deceived by 
the sign, and for cheap restaurants and bakeries. 
The stuff sold as ‘‘Best Elgin creamery’”’ ig oleomar- 
garine, and is labeled in a manner so purposely indis- 
tinct that it cannot be deciphered, So that though 
the word ‘‘butter’’ is omitted, and the package or 
bucket is branded, the public is deceived, and the 
dealer is liable to prosecution. There is sold large 
quantities of cold storage meats which when thawed 
are actually putrid. Inspection is a farce, for there 
is so little of it as the most superficial investigation 
will prove. 

There should be drastic prohibition of refrigerating 
for a period longer than thirty days of eggs, meat, 
butter. and perhaps.other foodstuffs, for cold storage 
not only enables big dealers to impose prices without 
regard to real values, but worse than this, cold stor- 
age foods are positively dangerous in many instances, 
as productive of ptomaines.

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REAPING THE WHIRLWIND. 
From the New York World. 

Even the minimum rates of the Payne- 
Aldrich act despoil the consumer, en- 
hance the cost of living and swell the 
profits of monopolies. And now on 
added 25 per cent tariff is to be levied 
in “retaliation’’ against France anil 
Germany, whi in the past 10 years 
have bought from us $3,066,000,000 worth 
of goods, leaving a balance of trade in 
our favor of $960,000,000, 

The game of retaliation is not played 
solitaire. Germany, much the more im- 
portant of the two countries, is trading 
with us under conditions which try her 
On Feb. 7, unless a new ar- 
rangement is reached, full tariff raies 
will be applied against us instead of the 
special rates. France also is already 
devising new tariff rates and arrang=- 
ments. 

Canada, which grants preferential im- 
port rates to Great Britain, will almost 
certainly enjoy the German special 
rates; and her farm exports are grow- 
ing as rapidly as ours ever grew. Rus- 
sia has passed us as a. wheat-producing 
as well as a wheat-exporting nation. 
On last year’s commerce as a whole 
we ran nearly $300,000,000 behind interest 
and other exchange requirements and 
made up that sum by fresh borrowings. 
The balan&é of trade in American 
favor, a balance necessary to a solvent 
debtor nation, was much the small-si 
since 1907. 

By this unwise fiscal policy, at home 
taxing the many for the benefit of the 
few, and abroad doing our utmost to 
discourage trade with nations to which 
we are heavily indebted, we have for 
years been sowing the wind. Will the 
proverbial American luck still save us 
from reaping the whirlwind?
